CHICAGO, OCT. 1_.—The annual railway time 


table convention began here this morning, and 
was attended by representatives from nearly 
every important railroad in the country. In 
addition to arranging winter time table, it's 
proposed to take definite action on the adop- 
tion by railroads throughout the country of 
the proposed plan for uniform atancard. The 
new plan has been termed the "hour system." 
It provides for standards differing from each 
other by exactly one hour, leaving out eastern 
and western extremes of continent 
There are 


eastern, central and mountain times. The first 
will be employed from New Brunswick to the 
meridian of Detroit, the second as far west as 
the bonncary between Kansas and Colorado, 
anc the thirc between Utah anc Nevada. It is 
proposed that all roads now using Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Toronto, Hamil- 
ton or Washington time as standard be govern- 
ed by eastern or 25th meridian time, 4 minutes 
slower than New York.

From that poiat on tho rai.roac 
to the Missouri river, it wan 120 miles, anc. in 
a— that spaca there was not one inha litant, 
although the soil was among tho moat fertile in 
the Unitec States, anc. the roac. ran four trains 
each day. 
That is to say, at that point the rail- 


r<JsL was 120 miles ahead of the old settler and 
beckoning him' forward. 
In the town they hac 


three newspapers in full blast, and we found 
two other men with their type and presses, 
ready tojocate in the next town established on 
the raad. 1 he St. Paul and Minneapolis daiaes 
were brought to the town on the day of publi- 
cation. We saw there the fruits of California, 
F .orida, Mississippi anc Illinois, fresh on the 
trains anc in the markets. 
Ibey heard -'> in 


home twice a day. 
They bad good clothes, 


plenty to eat, and their line of retreat was open 
to them night and day. They had szriling faces 
and rosy cheeks, and they drew the spirit of 
progtess^from the'vfery surroundings." What 
was true of Dakota is true of all new countries 
today. 


The man in Dakota has bis riding plow, his 


reaper, his boundless prairies, his pure air. The 
settlers of Pike had no agricultural implements 
as it were. In many cases they did not have 
even a hoe and good health. Their "sickly S3a- 
son'' returned up to 1850. I remember well 
when it was a common thing for the old settlers 
on McGoe's creek when they chanced to meet to 
talk of th<--ir ailments. They nearly all had an 
"ager cake," and it was nothing uncommon for 
the children to have the Illinois mange. These 
were drawbacks and they had to be overcome; 


' 'The Dakota man, with great respect for our old 


settler, and I say it with some hesitancy, hae 
better judgment than did our average old set- 
tler. He loostes his farm where the best plowing 
land is, and his home and his j irn and all his 
out Bouses are well in hand. He is up early and 
works late, be is full of red bloocl, and courage, 
and says to all men who hate stock, keep them 
up, and out of the way of my plow and r. aper. 
Oar old settlers located in the timber, near ir 
spring, and a small patch of sc ily barked hick- 
ory, acd about the second year started a "clear- 
ing" in sight of the prairie, the prairie that 
never could be worn out,and was good for nothing 
but to raise com and wheat. The house was 
near the apiii.g. The chimney of sticks was 
built on the outside of the house. 
The chick 


ens roosted on OEO sido of it and the "gears,' 
(we ha-1 no harness thcri). on tha other. The 
log stable was then, say, 300 yards south of the 
house. The wood pile, when they had one, was 
about the same distanc: north of the house, and 
the wagon, when they hac. one, was run in the 
branch to keep it from falling to pieces, and the 
cow and the pig were permitted to occupy -the 


i prairies, the real farming land of the country. 


i This great prerogative so long held by the cow 
and the pig, alone retarded our prosperous ac.- 
vancemeut at least twenty yeais, and swamped 
many a poor man. la 1830 it took ail the cash 
the old settler bad to build his cabins and fence 
Egainst the pig and the cow. 
It took him forty 


year* to Jearn that it cost less to fenca tea Jicres, 
what hp would n<>ed for pasture, than it .t id ICO 
acres which ho might cultivate if he wonW on'y 
movs from th" Bprinsj onto the prairie. Con- 
tinue the comparison as far as 3~oa choose, the 
advantage will all be found with the modern 
pioneer. What men have learnec the lost sixty 
years is a wonder in itself. They have the ad- 
vantage of all that.

As Bis 
marck ia the representative of a farming region, 
the ornaments were naturally rustic, but as the 
prairie FS of such] recent cultivation there has 
been no time to grow fruits, and none appeared, 
excepting those in the shop windows brought 
from California.

lard " "Henry Vullard, Bnfns Hatch and Bitting

menta. Surmounting one of the most elaborate 
of tha agricultural displays was a pair of clasped 
hands, with the ir^otto: "Farmers of Dakota to 
Farmers Of Minnesota—Shake." 


The -jrocession was in motion for the capital 


as early as 7 -30 a. m., and thon the entire pop- 
ulation, in every available kind of vehicle, on 
horseback or on foot, rushed in the same direc- 
tion. A rude platform had been erected around 
the corner stone and here the populace gath- 
ered, with an outer border of wagons and horse- 
X.T u beyond the crowd.

conducted by the governor of Dakota, who de- 
livered trie princi jal address and laid the corner 
stonp, into which the notables who crowded the 
platform, threw their visiting cards

German bninister to the chancellor, who gives 
the Dakota capital his name.

ceedings over, an American speech-making 
session was held, the governor calling out the 
chief met* who were around him for brief ad- 
dresses, that pleased 
tbe crowd amazingly. 


Among these were General Grant, Carl Schnrz, 
Henry Vi lard, William M. Evarts, and Secre- 
tary Teller, of the president's cabinet.

BO great, I da.rea not go to the expense or risk. 
But at laat my curiosity and desire to improve 
my present condition anc become the "bloated 
proprietor" of 160 acres of the public domain 
overcame this alternating feeling, and _ have at 
last f. nnd myself in the land of the Dakota*. 
Now, for the sake of those of my friends and 
others who may have any intention of emigrat- 
ing to this territory or des rous of leaining 
something of the true nature of its c imate, soi', 
etc , I will here attempt to giv« a true and nn- 
varnishec description of what I have seen of 
this delightful region. 


I left the city of Bismarck -hree days ago, 


and in order to seu the Miss >nri valley, but 
more especially the country surrounding it, to 
better advantage, I decided to forego the p ea- 
sure of a passage by steamer,and took the stage, 
which fo-lowed the river at times for mi os, and 
then left it taking, its course southerly 'through 
trie most beautiful country the sun ever shone 
on, and, returning again to the river and valley, 
and v ce versn. 
As I began to travel down the 


valley, the old belief heretofore entertained that 
the Mississippi presented the finest and moat 
romantic scenery, began gradually to lose its 
hold,upon my mind. All along the banks of 
the river on ei'ber side, might be seen thick 
growths of handsome timber, consisting of c>>t- 
tonwood, elm, box-elder and soft maple in 
abundant supply, while right beyond aL this 
the eye feasts upon the beautiful green hills 
rising with the most remarkably perfect gradu- 
ation in chains till lost in the gray mist beyond 
the rang of human vision. The va leys be- 
tween the hills can be traced for a great dis- 
tance by a heavy growth of trees and gurgling 
brooks which empty into the Missouri, thus 
lending to the inviting scene a weird and 
picturesque b auty 
beyond the 
descriptive 


power of the most graphic pen. 


The noise of our movement as we progressed 


along in deep solitude would cause ducks in 
large numbers to fly up on all sides. Deer cou.d 
be seen seeking the deep forest in hot haste and 
finally losing themselves in the umbrageous 
loveliness of the woodland,wjile the beaver and 
mink would also make their escape from the 
river's brink into the water. It appeared like 
the iceal lane of the poet, and my mingled feel- 
ings of intense surprise and delight at behold- 
ing all this can b« better imagined than de- 
scribed. The richness of the soil away from 
the river is no less remarkable than the inde- 
scribable beauty of the scenery in and about 
the river, and is well calculated to excite the 
greatest admiration of the most skeptica. and 
critical.

La Grace ia situated seventy-five miles south 


of Bismarck and forty-_onV miles north of La 
Bean. It has one of the finest landing places 
on the Missouri river, and is in the midst of the 
best timber in Dakota. There are from 3,000 
to 5,000 acres of cottonwood, oak, elm, soft 
maple ana box elder in the immediate vicinity. 
Many ot the trees will square twelve inches forty 
feet from the ground. Spring liver empties 
into the Missouri at this point, and has its 
source in a large, deep lake twenty fiver miles 
from the townsite. The pure and cryutal wa ers 
abound like all others in a variety of fish and 
thousands of water fowl visit them annually. 
The river is sixty' feei wiae and eight feet deep, 
ano, nn ike most western rivers, is clear, run- 
ning water. The townsi'e commands a charm- 
ing view of the Missouri river for miles, with 
its pirturehque 
lanks 
and 
hills 
rising 


gradually, 
one 
abi ve the other in the 


dim vista beyond, until the spectator's senses 
are intoxicated by the scene which overcomes 
him like the gradual development of a charm 
after a charm. It is but a few days old, but has 
already a hardware store, two geneial stores, 
blacksmith shop, brick yard, post-office, and in a 
few any s wit. have a hotel costing 86,000, real 
estate office, newspaper office, telegraph office, 
meat market and livery stable. All boats on 
the river make regular landings. The trixweekly 
stage between Pierre 
and Bismarck passes 


through La Grace. 
A regular line of stages 


has also been put on between Aberdeen and 
La Gjace. The county seat of Campbell county 
is to be situated here, and the valuable lane B 
about the township are being rapidly settled by 
people 
of industry, taste and 
cultivation.

It. R. Time Table Convention. 


CHICAGO, OCT. 11.—The annual railway time 


table convention began here this morning, and 
was attended by representatives from nearly 
every important railroad in the country. In 
addition to arranging winter time table, it's 
proposed to take definite action on the adop- 
tion by railroads throughout the country of 
the proposed plan for uniform stancard. The 
new plan has been termed the "hour system." 
It provides for standards differing from each 
other by exactly one hour, leaving out eastern 
and western extremes of continent 
There are 


eastern, central and mountain times. The first 
will be employed from New Brunswick to the 
meridian of Detroit, tbe second as far west as 
the bonncary between Kansas and Coloraao, 
anc the thirc. between Utah anc Nevada. It is 
proposed that all roads now using Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Toronto, Hamil- 
ton or Washington time as standard be govern- 
ed by eastern or 25th meridian time, 4 minutes 
slower than New York.

gers of 78,000 miles of road have voted in favor 
of adopting a system of time standard at last 
convention, we hereby pledge ourselves to adopt 
the same, ana run trains by it whenever the 
next schedules go into effect." 
The only roads 


voting against the proposition were tbe Mich- 
igan Centra], Detroit, Lansing & Northern, 
and Detroit, Grand Haven & Milwaukee. 
The 


reason assigned by the former was that it crossed 
the meridian and could not adopt its running 
arrangements to the new plan at present with- 
out great inconvenience. 
It was stated in the 


convention that the road in question would 
donbtlesi soon adopt the new schedule. It was 
decided that the present schedules shoulc re- 
main in force until Nov. 18, when the new 
schedule should go into effect. 


The secretary reac a communication from 


Commander & lufelot, in charge of the naval ob- 
servatory at Washington, in which he congratu- 
late*- the convention npou the change contem- 
plated, and saio. that While be thought a single 
standard won.c be better from a scientific point 
of view, he thought the present change was a 
long stride in the right direction. 


COMMODORE SHUFELDT 


promised the co operation of the riava observa- 
tory in carrying out tbe policy of the conven- 
tion. He said that the observatory would change 
its time, dropping New Yor£ to the mean time 
of the 75th meridian, ana iu adcition wil. en- 
ceavorto secure its at option for loca. time in 
the whole section in wbi]h it is to be used for 
railroads.

time of the 75th and 90th meridian to railroads 
throughout tne entire country daily. J. B. Ed-

From that poiat on tho rai.roac 
to the Missouri river, it wan 120 miles, anc. in 
a— that spaca there was not one inha litant, 
although the soil was among tho moat fertile in 
the Unitec States, anc. the roac. ran four trains 
each day. 
That is to say, at that point the rail- 


r<JsL was 120 miles ahead of the old settler and 
beckoning him' forward. 
In the town they hac 


three newspapers in full blast, and we found 
two other men with their type and presses, 
ready tojocate in the next town established on 
the raad. 1 he St. Paul and Minneapolis daiaes 
were brought to the town on the day of publi- 
cation. We saw there the fruits of California, 
F .orida, Mississippi anc Illinois, fresh on the 
trains anc in the markets. 
Ibey heard -'> in 


home twice a day. 
They bad good clothes, 


plenty to eat, and their line of retreat was open 
to them night and day. They had szriling faces 
and rosy cheeks, and they drew the spirit of 
progtess^from the'vfery surroundings." What 
was true of Dakota is true of all new countries 
today. 


The man in Dakota has bis riding plow, his 


reaper, his boundless prairies, his pure air. The 
settlers of Pike had no agricultural implements 
as it were. In many cases they did not have 
even a hoe and good health. Their "sickly S3a- 
son'' returned up to 1850. I remember well 
when it was a common thing for the old settlers 
on McGoe's creek when they chanced to meet to 
talk of th<--ir ailments. They nearly all had an 
"ager cake," and it was nothing uncommon for 
the children to have the Illinois mange. These 
were drawbacks and they had to be overcome; 


' 'The Dakota man, with great respect for our old 


settler, and I say it with some hesitancy, hae 
better judgment than did our average old set- 
tler. He loostes his farm where the best plowing 
land is, and his home and his j irn and all his 
out Bouses are well in hand. He is up early and 
works late, be is full of red bloocl, and courage, 
and says to all men who hate stock, keep them 
up, and out of the way of my plow and r. aper. 
Oar old settlers located in the timber, near ir 
spring, and a small patch of sc ily barked hick- 
ory, acd about the second year started a "clear- 
ing" in sight of the prairie, the prairie that 
never could be worn out,and was good for nothing 
but to raise com and wheat. The house was 
near the apiii.g. The chimney of sticks waa 
t in It on the outside of the house. 
The chick 


ens roosted on OEO sido of it and the "gears,' 
(we ha-1 no harness thcri). on tha other. The 
log stable was then, say, 300 yards south of the 
house. The wood pile, when they had one, was 
about the same distanc: north of the house, and 
the wagon, when they hac. one, was run in the 
branch to keep it from falling to pieces, and the 
cow and the pig were permitted to occupy -the 


i prairies, the real farming land of the country. 


i This great prerogative so long held by the cow 
and the pig, alone retarded our prosperous ac.- 
vancemeut at least twenty yeais, and swamped 
many a poor man. la 1830 it took ail the cash 
the old settler bad to build his cabins and fence 
Egainst the pig and the cow. 
It took him forty 


year* to Jearn that it cost less to fenca tea Jicres, 
what hp would n<>ed for pasture, than it .t id ICO 
acres which ho might cultivate if he wonW on'y 
movs from th" Bprinsj onto the prairie. Con- 
tinue the comparison as far as 3~oa choose, the 
advantage will all be found with the modern 
pioneer. What men have learnec the lost sixty 
years is a wonder in itself. They have the ad- 
vantage of all that.

But at laat my curiosity and desire to improve 
my present condition anc become the "bloated 
proprietor" of 160 acres of the public domain 
overcame this alternating feeling, and _ have at 
last f- nnd myself in the land of the Dakota*. 
Now, for the sake of those of my friends and 
others who may have any intention of emigrat- 
ing to this territory or des rous of learning 
something of the true nature of its c tmate, soi', 
etc , I will here attempt to giv« a true and nn- 
varnishec description of what I have seen of 
this delightful region. 


I left the city of Bismarck ~hree days ago, 


and in drdcr to seu the Miss >nri valley, but 
more especially the country surrounding it, to 
better advantage, I decided to forego the p ea- 
aure of a passage by steamer,and took the stage, 
which fo.lowed tbe river at times for mi cs, and 
then left it taking, its course southerly 'through 
trie most beautiful country the sun ever shone 
on, and, returning again to tbe river and valley, 
and v ce versa. As I began to travel down the 
valley, the old belief heretofore entertained that 
tbe Mississippi presented the finest and most 
romantic scenery, began gradually to lose its 
hold,upon my mind. All along the banks of 
the river on ei'ber side, might be seen tbick 
growths of handsome timber, consisting of c>>t- 
tonwood, elm, box-elder and soft maple in 
abundant supply, while light beyond aL this 
the eye feasts upon the beautiful green hills 
rising with the most remarkably perfect gradu- 
ation in chains till lost in the gray mist beyond 
the rang of human vision. The va leys be- 
tween tbe hills can be traced for a great dis- 
tance by a heavy growth of trees and gurgling 
brooks which empty into the Missouri, thus 
lending to the inviting scene a weird and 
picturesque b auty bevond the 
descriptive 


power of the most graphic pen. 


The noise of our movement aa we progressed 


along in deep solitude would cause ducks in 
large numbers to fly up on all sides. Deer cou.d 
be seen seeking the deep forest in hot haste and 
finally losing themselves in the umbrageous 
loveliness of the woodland,wjile the beaver and 
mink would also make their escape from the 
river's brink into the water. It appeared like 
the iceal lane of the poet, and my mingled feel- 
ings of intense surprise and delight at behold- 
ing all this can b« better imagined than de- 
scribed. The richness of the soil away from 
the river is no less remarkable than the inde- 
scribable beauty of the scenery in and about 
the river, and is well calculated to excite the 
greatest admiration of the most ekeptica. and 
critical.
